DEAL, N. J., June 27.—Yale made 
sure today of winning the individual 
intercollegiate golf championship 
when Tommy Aycock and Captain 
Marshal] Forrest of the Eli forces 
gained the final round of thirty-six 
holes which will be played at the 
Hollywood Golf Club tomorrow. A 
Yale man has not held the title since 
Dexter Cummings captured it in 1924. 

In addition to Aycock and Forrest, 
Fred Bannerot, also of Yale, reached 
the semi-finals along with Lester 
Bolstad of Minnesota, Big Ten cham- 
pion Aycock and Forrest then 
triumphed over Bolstad and Ban- 
nerot respectively. 

Stimulated by the warm sunshine 
which made him think of his South- 
ern home, Aycock, who is champion 
of Florida, played the first nine holes 
in,one under par and led Bolstad by 
3 up. On the way back Aycock 
picked up another hole on the six- 
teenth to give him a 4 and 3 victory. 


Takes the First Hole. 


Aycock took the first hole and then 
the next two, but managed to even 
things again on the sixth with a 
par 4 to Bolstad’s 6. He then took 
the next three to give him his almost 
unbeatable lead at the turn. 

Bolstad made a mighty effort to 
pull the match out of the fire and 
took the tenth and eleventh with 
approaches dead to the pin and 
putts which were certain and true. 
But a bad second shot gave Aycock 
the chance to take the next hole 
with a par 4 and to repeat again on 
the fourteenth. On the fifteenth 
Aycock was putting for a par 4 in 
an attempt to end the match there, 
but a stymie forced him to take an 
extra stroke and halve the hole. Not 
to be denied, he sank a long putt} 
for a birdie 2 on the sixteenth, | 
thus ending the play. 

Forrest, a junior, eliminated his 
team-mate Bannerot, a senior, by 5 
and 4. The strain of four days of 
championship golf showed on both 
players, and their score was higher 
than might be expected from semi- 
finalists in such an important tourna- 
ment, both being well over par on | 
the way out and Bannerot continu- | 
ing to use extra strokes on the return

Forrest went into the lead when

Chicago’s Needy to Pay Bills 


For Illness in Instalments 


CHICAGO, June 27 UP.—The 
instalment plan has been invoked 
by the Chicago Medical Society 
for the benefit of those who are 
sick and unable to make prompt 
payment. 

The new financial arrangement 
is called ‘‘the modern medical 
budget plan’’ and its purpose is 
to finance worthy sick persons 
on a cost basis, the patient to 
make repayment in weekly or 
monthly instalments over a pe- 
riod commensurate with his ability 
to pay. 

Dr. James H. Hutton, president- 
elect of the society, said the plan 


“simply adapts to the sick the 
modern method of financing em- 
ploved by the automobile, the 
radio and other industries." 

The doctor, when called, esti- 
mates the cost of the patient's 


treatment and receives a check 
for the amount from a financing 
corporation. The latter re- 
imbursed by the patient.

“You didn’t sell stock on a Sunday, 
did you?” he demanded. Mr. Gold- 
hurst shook his head vigorously. 

“And certainly Bishop Cannon 
wouldn’t do that,” the attorney com- 
mented. 

Mr, Goldhurst made no explanation 
of the record, leaving the assumption 
that he attributed it, like some other 
ledger notations, te a “clerical er- 
ror.’’ 

Only One Outright Purchase. 

Other testimony elicited the infor- 
mation that the Bishop, despite 
the many transactions in his name, 
had never bought any stock outright 
except 200 shares of Hudson Motors, 
and even in this purchase he had not 
completed payments under the par- 
tial payment plan in vogue with Ka- 
ble & Co. Mr. Benoit spread on the 
record that the books of the company 
disclosed that the Bishop had actual- 
ly deposited only $1,100, although the 
books purport to show that he nego- 
tiated stocks involving at one time 
shares with a market value of more 
than $10,000. 

“So he speculated, speculated al- 
most exclusively in this account?’ 
Mr. Benoit suggested to Mr. Gold- 
hurst. The witness refused to re- 
spond and the attorney did not press 
the question. 

Mr. Benoit sought without much 
success to get further light on how 
the stock transactions for the Bishop 
were carried on.

This 
exceeds in amount any weekly gold- 
export withdrawal made at London 
by Berlin during the prolonged 
movement of last year. 

The Bank of England’s weekly re- 
turn reflected the past week's sudden 
| outflow of gold by a decrease of 
$6,900,000 in its gold reserve and a

per cent to 44%, the lowest since the 
beginning of April. The Bank now 
holds $58,400,000 less gold than a 
year ago; or, if yestertlay’s further 
withdrawals are included (they did 
not figure in the weekly statement),

(2) A second lien and charge (subject to the specific charges in favor of the 514% Conversion Sterling Loan of 1927 
and the 7% Sterling Loan of 1927, above mentioned, but in priority to all other charges hereafter created by the 
State) on the Additional Sugar tax, and on the Coffee and Sugar Gold Export taxes. 


Revenues from these taxes for the years 1925, 1926, 1927 and 1928, averaged $4,603,440 per annum, which 
is over 214 times the $468,066 maximum service requirements of the present loan and the $1,348,218 service 
requirements of the 514% and 7% Sterling Loans of 1927.
